Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I960. 

The  health  of  the  district  tends  to  be  good,  health  statistics 
compering  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  tVales . 

The  birth  rate  is  slightly  lower  than  that  of  the  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole. 

Our  infant  mortality  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  national 
average. 

We  have  had  no  maternal  death  in  the  year  and  our  death  rate 
continues  to  be  very  low.  Nearly  40^  of  the  deaths  recordea  were 
due  to  degenerative  causes. 

Only  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified  and  none  of  Polion^relitis , 
also  a slight  epidemic  of  measles  occurred.  We  had  no  death  from 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year.

MEAT  AND  FOODS- 

One  slaughterhouse  only  in  the  Parish  of  Ketton  has  continued  to  be  in 
regular  use  for  the  slaughter  of  sheep  and  pigs.  Beef  requirements  for  the 
District,  apart  from  an  occasional  emergency  slaughter,  have  been  slaughtered  at 
the  Stamford  Abattoir. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  vras  443  - once 
again  hundred  per  cent  inspection  ms  maintained. 

The  condemned  meat  comprised  3 Pigs ’ Heads  and  Tongues  and  1 Mesentery 
affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  1 Pig's  Heart,  4 pairs  of  Sheep's  Lungs  and 
1 liver  affected  with  other  conditions. 

No  case  of  Cysticorcus  Bovis  ms  observed  during  the  year.

Preserved  Food^  Etc.  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

One  additional  registration  of  premises  licensed  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream  was  made  during  the  year.  In  other  respects  the  Register 
remains  unchanged. 

Milk  and  Dairies . 

As  the  District  is  a Specified  Area  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations y 1954,  enforcement  of  this  Order  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority, 

One  additional  Supplementary  Licence  to  sell  Pasteurised,  Sterilised 
and  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  was  issued  during  the  year,  the  other  Dealers  and 
Supplementary  Licences  remaining  unchanged. 

FACTORIES. 

There  ivas  one  addition  to  and  one  removal  from  the  Register  during  the 
year.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  issue  any  Notice  for  infringement  of  the 
Factories  Act  during  the  year, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

Investigation  and  measur  es  of  disinfection  as  appropriate  were  carri34  out 
respecting  4 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  of  which  2 were  at  Ketton,  1 at  Little 
Casterton  and  1 at  Tinwell,  and  also  in  respect  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis 
removed  to  hospital  from  Ketton,  Enquiries  were  also  made  in  resoect  of  a 
case  of  Efysentery  notified  at  Tinwell, 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  it  v\ra.s  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  in 
respect  of  verminous  premises  or  persons  during  the  year, 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

67  Plans  were  deposited  during  the  year  and  of  these  57  were  approved, 

5 disapproved,  1 exempt  and  4 related  to  quarrying  of  minerals.  The  approved 
plans  included  those  for  10  private  dwellings,  4 at  Great  Casterton,  3 at  Ketton, 
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2 at  Tixover  and  1 at  Ryhall.  30  private  houses  were  completed  during  the 
year,  of  which  19  were  at  Ryhall,  7 f’t  Great  Casterton,  2 at  Ketton  and  2 at 
Tixover. 

8 Council  bungalovTS  for  old  people  were  completed  during  the  year,  U at 
Ketton  and  4.  at  Ryhall, 

4 Notices  to  alter  or  remove  building  works  vdiich  infringed  the  building 
byelaws  were  served  and  of  these  3 had  been  comolied  with  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS' 

4 applications  for  Licences  for  Caravans,  2 at  Little  Casterton,  1 at 
Ketton  and  1 at  Great  Casterton,  were  approved  and  action  taken  to  secure  the 
removal  of  5 unauthorised  caravans,  2 at  Ryhall,  1 at  Essendine,  1 at  Great 
Casterton  and  1 at  Little  Casterton, 

The  introduction  of  the  Caravan  Act,  I960  has  superseded  the  licensing 
of  individual  vans  and  has  to  some  extent  improved  the  position,  but  the 
absence  of  any  overcrowding  standard  for  caravans  is  very  disappointing. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  service  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
with  very  few  complaints  and  the  hiring  of  standard  dustbins  continues  to  be 
a popular  service. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  Ryhall  scheme  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  but  with  the 
very  heavy  Autiomn  rains  the  disposal  of  sludge  again  became  an  ui^gent  problem. 
Steps  have  since  been  taken  to  deal  with  this  matter. 

The  Little  Casterton  scheme  was  completed  and  is  in  operation, 

A start  was  made  on  the  long  awaited  Ketton  scheme  in  February  but  the 
rate  of  progress  during  the  year  was  distressingly  slow. 

RAG  FLOCK  4CT. 

There  are  no  registrations  in  force  in  the  District. 

PET  ANIMaLS  act. 

There  are  no  licensed  premises  in  the  District. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Supplies  generally  throughout  were  satisfactory  and  there  was  considerable 
recovery  in  the  level  of  the  Clipsham  bore.  It  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with 
the  extension  to  the  Clipsham/Holywell  boundary;  this  area  is  to  be  served 
by  the  South  Kesteven  Rural  District  Council, 

A small  extension  of  the  main  at  Great  Casterton  to  serve  the  hamlet  of 
Ingthorpe  was  carried  out,  this  having  become  possible  by  the  construction 
of  a new  bridge  over  the  river  Guash, 

Interruption  of  the  supply  in  the  Parish  of  Ketton  occurred  in  December 
when  two  major  bursts  occurred  on  the  truTjk  main  from  Collyweston.  Flooding 
of  the  river  Welland  occurred  at  the  same  time  and  repair  work  was  impossible 
for  a few  days,-  It  became  necessary  to  cart  water  from  Stamford  and  the 
Ketton  Cement  Works  supplj^-  to  fill  the  Empingham  Road  Reservoir  and  this  was 
done  with  the  assistance  of  the  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Fire  Brigade, 
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HOUSING  INSPECTION. 


The  S Counci.l  bungalows  previously  mentioned  were  completed,  making 
possible  a limited  amount  of  Slum  Clearance  work  but  the  slow  progress  of 
the  Ketton  sewerage  scheme  still  makes  progress  in  this  direction  difficult 
since  the  great  ma,iority  of  the  remaining  unfit  houses  are  in  the  Parish  of 
Ketton. 

1 Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  cancelled  during  the  year  and  this  was 
the  only  action  necessary  under  the  Rent  Act. 

Applications  for  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  were  received  in  respect 
of  9 houses  and  approved  in  all  cases  and  approval  in  principle  given  in  respect 
of  two  further  houses.  1 house  was  brought  up  to  standard  under  the  Discretionary 
Grant  Scheme  and  2 houses  under  the  Standard  Grant  Scheme. 


The  Council  decided  to  seek  Grant  AM  to  bring  the  whole  of  their  pre-war 
houses  up  to  standard  as  and  when  main  sewerage  becomes  available.  It  was 
decided  to  proceed  with  the  32  pre-war  CoToncil  houses  at  Ryhall  to  be  followed 
by  24  at  Ketton  as  soon  as  the  sewerage  scheme  in  that  Parish  is  available.
